EDITORIAL STATEMENT 

by Big Man, Editor 


April óth 1968, the Oakland Pigs launched an open 
and unprovoked attack on members of the Black Pan- 
ther Party, in the heart of the Black Community, This 
attack was an escalation on the part of Willtam F. 
Knowland's regime in Oakland to destroy the Black 
Panther Party and smash any forces that oppose the 
vicious police state that exists in Oakland» A few months 
prior to the April 6th attack, Oakland's storm troopers 
attacked and attempted to kill the Party's leader and 
Minister of Defense, Huey P. Newton, As a result of thïs 
attack, the Minister was wounded and another pigi was 
sent to his grave. 

From the day that Pig Frey died, the pigs of Oakland, 


Caljfornia, and the nation have been given an open or- 
der to destroy the Panther leadership by any means 
necessary. 

On the night of April 6th 1968, Oakland's enforcers 
murdered "LM" Bobby Hutton, the Party's treasurer and 
wounded Minister of Information, Ëldridge Cleaver. 

From that potnf on there have been some twenty 
Panthers murdered by this nation's pigs and their run¬ 
ning dogs. These deaths and attacks have not, and will 
not destroy the people's vanguard. The result ha$ been 
quite the contrary; the Party has grown and become 
streng. This is a clear indication that the oppressed 
peopie will "conquer without a doubt/' 



ONE YEAR LATER 


April 6, 1968, a day of infamy P 
A Black warrior was fallen* No 
flags flew at half mast, No day of 
national mourning was declared* 
The tears that were shed went 
unnoticed for they came from a 
peopie whose sufferinghas for cen- 
turies received no sympathy* All 
attempts to elevate our warrior in 
the eyes of his peopie was met by 
a barrage of criticism from the 
mass eommunication media, No 
Black man who is willing to fight 
to secure justice for his peopie 
is worthy of the hero’s mantle in 
tbc narrow minds ofthecontrolling 
establishment, The establishment 
reserves the burial of hortor for 
those who die on their knees -- 
begging, and those who die fighting 
to preserve and extend the imper¬ 
ialistic interest of the neo-colon- 
ialist. 

Black peopie, whether they admit 
it or not, know the truth — no 
amount of w ritten praise or or na¬ 
mental corteges or acts of Sym¬ 
bol ic r ever ene e can add more sig¬ 
nificaree to his death or make his 
cont r ibut ion more me an in gM, 
Bobby Button died serving the peo¬ 
pie, serving the peopie, serving 
the peopie *. , The death of Bobby 
Hutton must weigh very heavy in 
the hearts of his peopie for he 
gave his life for the Suprème 
Cause -- Justice* 

Bobby Hutton, Lil' Bobby as 
Huey called him, was a true free- 
dom fighter* He picked up the gun, 
the basic tooi of liberatlon in any 
society that is eontrolled by force 
and c oer c ion, Lil' Bobby's man- 
hood was accelerated by the apathy 
of the conditioneel Negro and the 
lethargy of the aware, but fright- 
ened, bourgeoise* Bobby, as a 
Black y out h, was for eed to do 
what those who call themselves 
men and who act, like Negroes 
would not do* was for eed 


to fight. 

LiF Bobby joined Huey New¬ 
ton and Bobby Seale and became 
the first member of the Black 
Panther Party, Lil* Bobby event- 
ually became the treasurer of the 
Party, but never did he, in the 
words of Huey P, Newton, ask 
“neither for security nor high 
office , * F’ LiF Bobby set an 
example that should inspire many 
Black peopie, young and old alike, 
to become more active in the 
service of the peopie, The desire 
to gain wealth and maieriaï com¬ 
fort must be subordinated to the 
de mand for justice, The fear of 
death must be subordinated to the 
love of freedom, This is the per- 
spective that LiF Bobby had and 
the one that we must adopt. 

The circumstances surrounding 
the death, the murder, the cruci- 
fixion, have often been toïd. How 
the pigs, in an effort to destroy 
the leadership of the Black Pan¬ 
ther Party, ambushed Ëldridge 
Cleaver and a group of Panthers 
including LiF Bobby, How the pigs 
fired hundreds of rounds of am- 
munition into the house where LiF 
Bobby and Ëldridge had sought 
shelter. How this was done in 
complete dis re gard for the lives of 
the Black peopie who live in the 
surrounding area. How after LiF 
Bobby and Ëldridge emerged from 
the house and were beaten brutally 
by the pigs, LiF Bobby was mur¬ 
dered by a fusilade of fïre from 
the pigs, How LiF Bobby had his 
hands in the air and was obeying 
the pig's orders when they fired 
on him. This is all history, not 
to be forgotten, but to inflame 
and inspire* 

We must use the history of 
oppressïon and brutallty to inflame 
our revoluttonary fervor and 'to 
inspire us to resolute actioru The 


pigs who murdered LiF Bobby 
eannot be allowed to continue to 
occupy the Black community and 
patrol our uelghborhoo ds with any 
type of s elf- dec lar e d i mpunity, Th e 
goals for which LiT Bobby fought 
cannot be allowed to gather the 
dust of inactivity. 

The power structure, the estab¬ 
lishment, has often tried to make 
an example of any Black man 
whose actions and desires ran 
counter to those of the neo^col- 
onial system, This time their ex¬ 
ample should become their neme- 
sis, The spirit of LiF Bobby Hut¬ 
ton should be absorbed by all who 
seek justice and freedom* The ac¬ 
tions of LiF Bobby Hutton should 
direct those who are indecisive* 
The peopie should welcome the 
ïegacy of the gun passed on by a 
true revolutionist, 

The power for self-determina- 
fciön is vested, like all other power, 
in the peopie, Whenever a peopie 
merely ask for the right of self- 
determination, they are exposing 
their lack of politica 1 awareness 
and demonstrating a slave men- 
tality, No one need ask for those 
things that are inherently theirs, 
All that is necessary is a con¬ 
cert ed effort to prevent any one 
from taking from you anything 
that you do not wish to give. This 
is why JUST governments derive 
their powers from the consent of 
the governed. 

Bobby Hutton was d eter mine d 
that one would take his rights from^ 
him or his peopie. He was willing 
to give all to the peopie, and it 
has been said that the true sign 
of love is not how much one gives, 
but how much one keeps for hltn- 
self. Now, one year later, we . 
should all resoïve to serve the 
peopie and, if necessary, keep no 
more than did LiF Bobby Hutton. <

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ELDRIDGE WROTE THIS AFFIDAVIT AFTER HAVING TO WITNESS THE MURDER OF "LIL” BOBBY 


I arn 33 years old. My first 
i5 years were given to learning 
how to cope with the world and 
developing my approach to life* 
I blundered in my choices and 
set off down a road tbat was a 
deadend. Long years ofincarcera- 
:ion is what I found on that road, 
from Juvenile Hall at the begin- 
nlng to San Quentin, Folsom, and 
Soledad State Prisons at the end. 
j rom my lóth year, f spent the 
iext 15 years in and out of pri- 
son, rhe last time being an un- 
broken stay of 9 years. 

During my last stay in prison, 
I made the desperate decision to 


abandon completely the crimirtal 
path and to redirect my life. 
While in prison, l concentrated 
on developing the skills ofawriter 
and I wrote a book which a pub- 
lisher bought while 1 was still 
in prison and which was published 
after I was out on parole* 

BRAND NEW LIFE 

It looked like smooth sailing for 
me, I had fallen in love with a 
.beautïful girl and go t ten mar ried; 
Imy book was soon to be published, 
‘and 1 bad a good job as a sta ff 
writer with RAMPA RTS Magazine 


in San Franc isco. I had broken 
completely with my old life. Hav- 
ing gone to jatl each time out of 
Los Angeles, 1 had also put Los 
Angeles behind me, taking my 
parole to the Bay Area, I had a 
totally new set of friends and, 
indeed, I had a brand new life. 

The thought of indulging in any 
"criminal activity* was as absurd 
and irrelevant as the thought of 
sprouting wings and flying to the 
moon, Besides, l was too busy. 
I joined rhe Black Panther Party, 
and because of my writing skills 
and interest in Communications, 
became the editor of the Party's 
newspaper, THE BLACK PAN- 


I THER. In this I found harmony 
with my wife, Karhleen, who had 
worked ïn the Communications De - 
I partment of SNCC in Atlanta. 
[Ceorgia, and who, after our mar- 
* riage, moved to San Franc is co, 
joined the Black Panther Party, 
and became our Communications 
Secretary, Also, she is our Party's 
candidate for the 18th Assembly 
District seat in San Francisco, 
running on the Péaee and Free- 
dom Party ticket. With my job 
at RAMPARTS, my politica] acti- 
vity, editing the newspaper, and 
work on a new book, I had more 
to do than [ could handle. M \ 
life was an ehdless round 


of speeches, organizational meet- 
ings, and a few hours snatched 
here and the re on my typewriter, 
1 thought that the parole auth 
orities wou ld be pleased with my 
new life, because in terms of 
complying with the rul es govern- 
ing the conducc of parole, I was 
a model parolee. Bul such was 
nor the case. My case was de¬ 
signs ted a "Special Study Case/' 
which required that I see my 
parole agent fpur times each 
month, once at home. once at 
my job. once "in the field," and 
once in hls office, My parole 
agent, Mr, R, L* Bilideou, was

GESTAPO HITS CHURCH 


On April 3, 1968, the Qakland 
Police Depsriment invaded the 
regular meeting of our Party at 
Su Augustine's Church at 27th 
and West Street, Led by a Cap* 
tain, brandishing shotguns* and 
accompanied by a white Monsignor 
and a black preacher, about a 
dozen of them burst through the 
door. Both Bobby Seale and my- 
self we re not at that particular 
meeting (Bobby was in L.A. and 
1 had left minutes before the raid 
in response to an urgent call), 
Our National Captain* David Hil- 
liard, was in charge. David saki 
that the cops ca me in with their 
shotguns leveled, butthatwhen Ehey 
saw him in charge they looked 
confused and disappointed, Mtimb- 
ling incoheremly, they lowered 
their weapons and stalked out, 

Father Neil. whose church it is, 
happened to be present to witness 
the ent i re evem* Theretofore, c ri¬ 
tte ism of ihe Police had been just 
that. and elthough he was inclined 
to belle ve that there was som o 
validity to all the complaints* it 
was all scill pretty abstract to 
him because he had rïever 
witnessed anything with his own 
eyes. Well* he had witne|sed it 
now, and in his own church 
with ugly shotguns thrown down on 
innocen t, una rmed people who we re 
holding a quïet peaceful assembly 
Fa the r Neil was outraged* He 
crilled a press conference next 
day at which he dënounced the 
Qakland Police Department for 
beha ving lifce Nazi storm troopers 
inside hls church, However. Father 
NeiFs press conference was up- 
staged by the fact that earïier tn 
the dny, his b rot her of the Cloth, 
Martin \ Luther King* had gouen 
assas sinnted in Memphis, Tenncs- 
soe* An ugly cl oud bod ing evü 
.^ettled over the nation. 

A few days prior to the as sas- 
sinatión of Martin Luther King* 
Marlon Brando had flown up from 
Hollywood to ffnd out for himself 
what the heli was go ing on m the 
Bay Area. We took him to my 
pad and talked and argued with 
him all night long, explaming to 
him our side of the story, We 
had to wade through the hïstory 
of the world before everything was 
pluced in perspccüve and Brando 
could see where the Black Ban¬ 
dier Party was coming from. When 
Brando split back to Hollywood, 
af ter accompanying Bobby Seale 
to coiirt next day, we feit that we 
had gaiued a sincere friend and 
valuable ally in the struggle.

Held 
m the shadow of the Alameda 
iCounty j ail where in Huey is con^ 
fined, the theme of the rally was

Four Gis at FL Jackson, S.C.* 
all leaders of GL United Against 
the War in Vietnam, are in the 
stockade tonlght* faeing charges 
of “inciting to riot*" “disturbing 
the peaee," and “disrespect to an 
offreer," The four are Pvt. Joseph 
Cole, PvL Andrew Pulley* Pvt. 
José Rudder, and Pvt. Fdilberto 
Chaparro. 

Tire charges apparently stem 
from a meeting on Thursday, 
March 20th, About a hundred Gis 
responded to a ca II by Gis United 
to come out on the barracks' lawn 
for a “rap session" on the war. 
During the meeting some officers 
ca me by and tried to harass the 
speakers, One sergeant told Pvt, 
Pulley that his shirt was not tucked 
in- Pulley continued talking about 
the war as he tucked in his shirt, 
Another officer told José Rudder 
he didn't like his moustache or 
his hair, (José stopped speaking 
and made no attempt to break up 
the meeting) — although the next 
day they pressed charges of “in- 
citing a riot" and “disturbing the 


peace." 

Thursday evening seven Gis 
were restrictedtothebarracksand 
some of the leaders of Gis United 
were restricted to their rooms. 
At noon the next day, Friday, 
March 21, the FL Jackson Four 
w r ere told to pack up all their 
equipment and turn it in. At two 
o'clock in the afternoon they were 
given an armed escort to the 
stockade. The Th ree charges 
a gainst t he m w e r e r ead to G om pa n y 
B-14-4 in their evening formation. 
Several other Gis active in Gis 
United have been threatened with 
“conspiracy" charges. 

Gis on base have responded with 
indignation to the sudden jailings. 

Gis United today issued a Com¬ 
muniqué to inform their fellow 
soldiers of what has happened and 
rally their support for the im- 
prisoned Ft, Jackson Four, This 
statement demands the im media te 
release of the four prisoners and 
pledges a continued drive for Ml 
eonstitutional Überties for all Gis,

Rap Brown Law Put to Use By Power Structure 


NEW YORK (LNS) — The fed- 
eral government has escalated its 
ancl-movement effens ive, A fed- 
eral grand jury in Chicago has 
indicted 17 people for their ac~ 
tivities during last August 1 s Demo¬ 
cratie Convention. And more in- 
dictments are likely to come, 

In a transparent if fascinating 
move eight of these indicted are 
eeps, Balancing them off on the 
seale of justice are eight "lead¬ 
ers*' of the radical movement* and, 
standing aloof* a representative 1 
from the objective press, 

But the government*s balancing 
act is a less than convincing per- 
formance. r rhe cops are obvieusiy 
scapegoats (Rennie Davis has even 
offered them legalassistance), For 
balance at least Hubert Humphrey* 
Mayor Daley and the Chicagochief 
of police, 

One cop is chargedwith per jury 
and the rest with assault, The 
movement group is charged with 
"travelling in interstate com- 
merce to incite a riot/* The law 
was passed last year when the 
dar kies were gecting uppity; this is 
the first time it has been userï. 
Bond for at least one of the in- 
citers, Tom Hayden* if $10,000, 
Bond for the cops is $1,000 each,

Surprises abound in President 
Nixon's latest law 1 n orner move, 
Like a week before the indictments 
were announced, the Chicago Sun- 
Times, tnned in to sources in the 
know* saidthe indictments wouldnT 
happen. And back on March 13, 
Fred Graham wrote in the de- 
pendabie. New York Times; 

"... seveal militant leaders, 
including the Yippie, Jerry Rubin, 
not be indicted as planned for 
violating the federal anti-rlot laws 
during tfedisturbanees at the Dem¬ 
ocratie National Convention , , , 

“The government has admitted 
in connection with a c on tempt of 
Congress case that it overheard 
Mr* Rubin on a * nat ion al security' 
device, and it is now known that 
others who would have been in¬ 
dicted have been overheard over 
devices that are too sensitive to 
disclose." 

Speculation that the indictments 
(whlch followed extensive grand 
jury hearings) wouldn't happen 
grew out of a recent Supreme 
Court decision* The Court ruled 
that* when electronic surveillance 
is used in evidence against a 
defendent, the entire transcript of 
tapped convers ations mustbe made 


OAKLAND AND ALAMEDA 
COUNTY'S TORTURE CHAMBER 


Attorney Charles R, Garry per- 
sonally inspected the so-called 
disciplinary ceils in the ALameda 
County jail in whicïi one of his 
clients was being held. His cliënt 
Warren Wells was being held in 
one of these isolation ceils for 
five day$ for fighting, He also got 
an additional five days for ha ving 
a burned match in his cell, 

In additlon to this, Wells was fed 
only three peanut butter sand¬ 
wiches a day, with water, He is 
not allowed to take showers, He 
once complainecl about ha ving bugs 
and they sprayed him with some 


type of Chemical. 

Charles Garry filed a petition 
with a judge to get Wells out of 
the torture cell. Wells is being 
held pending a second trail on 
charges of attempted murder 
steming from an attack on the 
Black Fanther Party, April 6th, 
19G8 5 by the Oak land Pig Depart¬ 
ment in whieh “Lil" Bobby Hutton 
was murdered* 

Wells' first trial ended in a 
hung jury. The Oak land pigs doti't 
Uitend to see him servive a second 
trial.

The jive pigs have begun to carry 
out orders to attempt to exter- 
minate the vanguard of the Hber- 
ation move ment in Kansas City, 
Missourx, Last week on March 20 
and 21, 1969, two of the Panther 
leadership in Kansas City were 
indicted by the federal grand jury 
on repressive firearms charges. 
These charges are part of the 
inereasing efforts of the racist 
dog power structure to silence, 
imprlson, and kill those black men 
and women who attempt to smash 
this repressive capitalist system 
and institute a new communaüstic 
order through which everyone 
benefits. 

Captain J. C, Sims was indicted 
on March 20 for a false statement 
he made in order to purchase a 
firearm. The ether charge was 
pos s es si on of a firearm by a 
felon, This two-count indictment 
replaces a previous 4-count in¬ 
dictment that also covered pos- 
session of ammunition, The devils 
that make up the judieial system 
are workïng closely with the pig 
FBI and uniformed local pigs to 
entrap Panthers in deadly situa- 
tions, Justification of anyactcom- 
mitted by a Pig or lackey of the 
dog system eomes about after 
entrapment of a Panther and the 
roles of vietim and aggressor are 
reversed. Through the mass 
medfe's shitty coverage of the 
case. Captain J. C, is made out to 
be the aggressor and this white

Bi 11, Bi 11 immediately warned Pete 
to tighten up securityaroundhead- 
quarters while he dealt with this 
situation, Hls door was unlocked 
and as Bi 11 raced to lock the door 
the Pigs kicked in, Theypushed bis 
household items as they ransacked 
his home, tore Panther posters 
off his wails, rif led through and 
read many persona 1 letters, craw 1- 
ed through his attic, and then they 
arrested him. After all this shit 
went down he was taken to federal 
courthouse and then reieased on 
$5,000 bond, 

The Black Community is very 
aware of the repression that the 
BLACK PANTHER PARTY is tak- 
ing in their behalf* And their eyes 
are slowiy coming open to the fact 
that what ever injustice is perpe- 
trated on the black nian is likewise

: | Lauren Watson arrived at the 
flï Crusade Hall with 10 Panther 
m brothers and sisters and received 
a 15-minute standing ovation be- 
fore being allowed to speak, Wat¬ 
son compared the Crusade for 
Justice with the Vietnamese Na- 
tional Liberation Front and said 
that their desire for control of 
their institutions was a proper 
one. (35 per cent of the students 
at West are CMcano,) Watson said, 
“They can call the pigs and the 
-national guard from all over the 
state and they won't have as many 
pigs as we have people ..and when 
the sim go es down we will show 
them our technology." Watson fur- 
ther stated that no studies pro¬ 
gram would have meamngful im¬ 
pact while the campus was stil! 
occupied by pigs. Watson received 
loud applause and was told that 
many Chicanos were happy to see 
Zapata on the front cover of the 
March 9th Black Panther Paper, 
Revolutionary people must unite 
and overthrowthe ruling; mlnority. 


The Denver Branch of the Black 
Panther Party, led by Lauren Wat¬ 
son, fully supportedthe demands of 
the Chicano students at DenveT's 
West High School. Realizlng that 
it is of paramount importance for 
school administration and curric¬ 
ulum to be respons ive to the needs 
of the student body, the Chicano 
students made the following de- 
rnands: 

1, The West include the teaching 
of Chicano culture and language. 

2, That the school dismiss 
Shafer for “ racist” teachings, 

3, That no student invoïved in a 
boycott of classes be removedfrom 
the school* 

4, That bilingual education, 
from elementary school through 
college, be used in Colorado public 
schools. 

5, That the West High neighbor- 
nood have its own school board. 

6, That Chicano literature be 
provided in the school library, 

7, That teachers become more 
aware of the soclal and economie 
problems of the West High neigh- 
borhood. 

8* That teachers refrain from 
counseling Chicanos to join the 
armed for ces, 

9, That class si zes at West be 
reduced and that team teaching 
methods be introduced in the 
school. 

The demands of the Chicano 
students were presented to the 
school administration on Wednes- 
day, March 19th, but the adminis- 
t rat ion merely ignored the 
demands, On Thursday, March 
20th, about 200 students walked 
out of West to protest the racist 
attitude of Harry B. Sh af er, a 
social Science teacher. The stu¬ 
dents began to hold a protest rally 
across the Street from the school 
and were soort joined by approx- 
imately 500 more supporters, 

The Denver pigs were called in 
to suppress the demonstration by 
ut 11 i zing their favorite toysmace 
and billy clubs. The pigs found no 
non-violent heads to beat because 
as soon as they started spraying 
mace and swinging their clubs, 
the students asserted their right 
to self-defence and drove the pigs 
from the scene of the demonstra¬

No Black People, Genocide is 
not impo sible, as a matter of 
fact with ; uch advanccd technology 
it is very very possible, and slnco 
you have served your usefulness 
jt is very probable, 

You are living in a pressure 


eooker where aggregates of in- 
dividuals who share a common 
way live in a depressed state. 
They show bëhavior in whlch they 
become enemies to one another 
and therfore enemies to them¬ 
seives. 

As long as the workers remain 
isolated within their class the em- 
ployers have every opporfcunity to 
exploit them, The skill of this 
racist dog is being used to divide 
the people and to prevent any ag- 
gresiveness to overthrow his ex- 
ploitation, That is where Ue cm- 
ploys his tools called Black Capi- 
talism and the pig.

Why do 
you think that the prisons are 
overflowing with black people? 

The trip is to instltutionalize 
the people; the game is to pacify 
and divide the people, there-by

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MOZAMBIQUE GUERRILLAS DETERMINED TO CARRY ARMED 

STRUGGLE ROUGH TO END 


Dar es Salaam, March fifteenth 
(Hsinhua correspondent) -- The 
Mozambique people, long subject- 
ecl to ruthless oppression and ex- 
ploitation by the Portugese colo- 
nalists, have, with deep national 
hatred, valiantly taken up arms 
against the wicked co Ion ia list and 
won one victory after another. A 
guerrilla fighter said wlth resolu- 
Üon: "The enemy slaughters us 
Mozambique people with the gun. 
We too must take up the gun 
to drive him out our land.” 

Wealth pi le cl up on hu man skele- 
tons* 

Mozambique guerrilla fighters 
have firm conviction in the truth 
expounded by chairman Mao, the 
great leader of the Chinese people: 
"The evil system of coloniaiism 
and imperia lis m arose and throve 
with the enslavement oi negroes 
and the tra de in negroes, and it 
will surely come to its end with 
the complete emancipation of the 
black people.” 

Fighter J, J, Graverinha said: 
"Ever since the Portuguese colo- 
nlalists invaded Mozambique in 
1498, they have sent our for- 
bears by shiploads to the Ameri¬ 
can and other places like animais 
and sold fchem as slaves, Thecolo- 
nalists amassed thbulous w T ealth 
from sïave-tra ff icing while count- 
loss slaves were tprmented to 
death abroad.” He added fur- 
iously: The wealth of the colo¬ 
nialists has been piled up on the 


skeletons of the Afrlcan people, 
We shall never forget this tragic 
history.” 

Apart from forcing the Mozam¬ 
bique people to work as slaves 
in the estates of the whites, the 
Portuguese colonialisi authorities 
have engaged In dis guis ed sïave 
traffic, exporüng "labourers” to 
South Africa and Southern Rho- 
desia under the rute of the white 
racists, The number of Mozam¬ 
bique "labourers” forcibly sent 
to South Africa aceording to an 
agreement amounts to more than 
100,000 eaeh year. The Portugese 
colonialist authorities receive a 
hugh amount oi foreign exchange 
from the mine-owners in South 
Africa and Southern Rh ode sla 
every year by trafficing in "lab¬ 
ourers”, 

A guerrilla fighter said that 
the "labourers” sold to South 
Africa by the Portuguese colonial¬ 
ist authroities become in reality 
the slaves of the South African 
racists, Living on meagre wages, 
they lead an inhuman life of hunger 
and co ld. When they become unfit 
for work through physical exhaus- 
tion, they are lucky if they can 
manage to return to their home¬ 
land, thpugh pennüess, But once 
home, they have to pay taxes to 
the Portuguese colonial officials:

otherwise they will be for eed to 
do "corvee services,” When 
s ome one dies abroad, the mem- 
bers of hls family have to pay a 
heavy "death tax” to have his 
uaijae s.truck. off the census regis¬ 


ter. Otherwise, they have to go 
on paying the "poll tax” for the 
dead or do hard labour. 

Bloody massacre and persecution 

To maintain their criminal rule, 
the Portuguese colonialists carry 
out frenzied persecution andbrutal 
massacre agaiust the Mozambique 
people, They rapé, loot, kill and 
burn at wil 3 and even resort to 
such barbarous practices as dis- 
embowelment, takingoutthe heart, 
burying alive and buring to death, 

The Mozambique patriots start- 
ed to take up guns against the 
Portuguese colonialist in 1964, 
Their struggle has won the vig- 
orous support of the masses. A- 
Iraid that the Mozambique people 
would back the guerrillas, the 
Portuguese colonialists, imitating 
what their U.S, imperialist master 
did in South Viet Nam, set up 
"strategie ham Iets” which are in 
fact concentration camps andforc- 
ed many people to live in these 
"hamIets”. They ordered the rural 
people to assemble at a eertain 
place, then feneed it with barbed 
wire and guarded it by their lae- 
keys. Death ra te was high among 
those thrown into the concentra¬ 
tion camps because they lost their 
land, suffered from hunger and eold 
and were plagued by diseases. 

A guerrilla fighter cited the 
foüowing fa ets in indictment of 
the colonialists. In August, I9GG, 
the colonial troops surrounded a 
guerrilla area with 80 families 


and herded over 100 people, men 
and wolfton, old and young to a 
smal! ravine, In less than a 
month, 39 people died. As some 
others had escapcd, the enemy took 
the rest to another place on trucks 
and 41 died on the way, Suchincid- 
ents were co mm on in the past 
few years. 

Louise, a guerrilla, told his 
eomrades-in-arms in tears how 
his wife was savageiy murdéredby 
the enemy, When the Portuguese 
troops came to his village, his 
wife could not get away because 
she was about to give birth* The 
enemy seized her and bayoneted 
her to death. After nar rating the 
sad story, Louise wiped away his 
tears, his eyes flashing vindic- 
iively, and declared; "My whole 
family was killed by the enemy, 
We miserable Mozambique people 
are longing for earLy liberation, 
Now chairman Mao has pointed 
out to us the road to national 
emancipation* We must fight Port¬ 
uguese impe ria lis m to our last 
breath.” 

In an attempt to maintain their 
bioody rule in Mozambique, the 
Portuguese colonialist have tried 
to rest riet the freedom of move- 
ment of the people there by a "law 
of residence”. They are also try- 
ing to sow discoixi among the 
more than 60 nationalities in the 
country. Referring to this, a num¬ 
ber of the guerrilla fighters said 
with one voice, "Now we realize 
that the enemy are able to rute 
over us only when our people 


are not united. We must be united 
from now on”, 

Supe r- economie exp loita tl o n 

The Portuguese colonialists who 
have matained a sanguinary rule 
over the Mozambique people for 
470 years have ruthlessly carried 
out all kinds of super-economic 
exploitation, they forcibly occupy 
the land of the peasants, plunder 
the minera 1 resources of the coun¬ 
try and collect exorbitant taxes 
and other levies. As a result, 
the Mozambique people, number- 
ing more than six mülion, lead 
an extreme iy miserable life, 

Exposing the t o we ring crimes 
of the Portuguese colonialisi, 
guerrilla fighter Cliaima said that 
onct upon a time the peasants in 
his viiiage opened up a large tract 
of wastfcland and planted cotfcon 
and maize. 

Casting a covetous eye on this 
plot of land and its crops, the 
Portuguese coldnialists immedi- 
ately ordered the peasants toleave 
the viJlage and occupied their land 
by force, This is only one of the 
innumerable incidents of forcible 
seizure of peasant land, 

The Portuguese colonialists 
often seize the long cuitivated land 
of the Mozambique peasants by 
forcing them to move to other 
places on the pretext of repairing 
railways and highways or building 
fa c t or ie s, Then the colonia lis ts 
level the land with tractors, com¬ 
bine the small plots and lease 
the land to the peasants at high 
rents, or run farms on It, hiring 
labourers to work at starvation 
wages, 

To batten on the bhXx’ and sweat 
of the working people in Mozambi¬ 
que, the Portuguese colonialist 
authorities not only expoit them 
through compulsory and unequal 
exchange but also collect some 
40 kinds of exorbitant taxes and 
misce liane ou s levies from the 
people, The Mozambique people 
are taxed on everythlng inelüding 
clotliing, food, housing and trans¬ 
port. There is "poll tax” for 
the Üving, "death tax” for the 
dead, and even taxes for halrcut 
and beard-growing, Many people 
were beaten, jailed or even killed 
just because they could not af- 
ford to pay taxes. Guerrilla fight¬ 
er J, R, Casta said angrily, "W^e 
people of Mozambique cannot pay 
the taxes imposed by the Portu¬ 
guese colonialists even if we do 
back-breaking labour year in and 
year out throughout our lives,” 

A leading member of the guer¬ 
rilla force said, "The Portuguese 
colonialists have committed un- 
told crimes in Mozambique. We 
must expose these crimes to ail 
the people of our country, so that 
they can always remember our na¬ 
tional grievances and will one day 
de mand the repayment of bloed 
debts from these colonialists,” 

After making charges against 
the Portuguese colonialists, a 
guerrilla fighter said, "Our an- 
ces tors waged numerous struggj.es 
and Xailed but they did not know 
why. Ha ving studie d chairman 
Mao's thesis on people's war, we 
now know that only through armed 
struggle can the people of Mozam¬ 
bique win victory in the struggle 
for liberation,” 

Where there is opp ross ion there 
is resistance. In the past four 
years or more, the guerrlilas of 
Mozambique have become more 
powerfül with every baille, and 
have dealt heavy blows to the 
Portuguese colonialist, who are 
re cel ving the strong banking of 
U.S, imperia lis m, Now more and 
more Mozambique guerrilla fight- 
e r s ha ve unde r s t ood th r ough tl ie 1 r 
practical- struggle the universal 
significaree of the great teaching 
of chairman Mao: "Politica! pow¬ 
er grows out of the barrel of a 
gun,” They understand with in- 
creasing elarity that only by ves 
oluteiy taking the road of armed 
struggle can the people of Mozam¬ 
bique aeldeve national liberation.

Eldridge Cleaver -made the decision to politically exile himself 
November 27th, on the basis that the Adult Authority made an outlaw decï- 
si on, and that he has been denied his constitutional right to due process of 
law. 

The revoealion of flcaver^ parol© tllegaL beeau«e no parole 
violation wa^ eommilted. 

The Adult Authority parole board has bied to maintain that Cleaver 
violated fris parole by having a rifle in his possession, and by associattng 
with individuals of bad reputation. This contention, we will show, is false. 
The Adult Authority version contradicts the Superior Court order its^If: 

“ ,., Cleave/s only handling of a firearm (the rifle) was in obedienee- 
to a police command. He did net handle & hand gun at all, There was noth- 
ïng one way or the other to show a conspiracy or a situation caliing for the 
application of the doctrine of aiding and abetting. Hence, nothing support- 
ed either the possession of a firearm or the assault charge. 

As to the charge of association with individuals of bad reputation, the 
report indicated that two or three of those named had “police records,” but 
nothing to show whether any had been couvicted of anything, or whether 
Cleaver knew of their aiTest record/ 1 .(Superior Court e.t. 137, 138, 140, 
141) 


bis contemporaries. Not only was there absence of cause fer the cancella- 
tion of parole, it was the product of a type of pressure unbecoming, to say 
the least, to the ïaw enforcement paraphemalia of this state/" 

Cleaver is in political exile because a man of his convictions cannot 
get justice here. ïndeed, if we are to give more than lip service to the con* 
cèpts of freedom and justice we must support hiia. The work to get him 
dis charge d from parole must continue. An intense publicity campaign is 
necessary uow to bring to the public the legal defense and arguments 
which were carried to the courts with no satisfaction. We must all work 
together to focus attention of this case. This is not an issue of one man*s 
freedont, but a braad struggle which affinns the right of all of us to speak 
out politically in this country. If Cleaver is not allowed his freedom, it is 
jast a matter of time until all our freedoms are further reduced. His is not a 
pers onal struggle but a political one. 
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Parolec Cleaver watt denied due proces® of law by botng denied 
opportttnity to present his case. 

Why was Cleaver re turn ed to prison as a parole violator if document- 
ed evïdence to the contrary had been presented in his defense? To answer 
that quesüon, one must exatnin© the Adult Authority. This board has the 
right to arbitrarily revohe or suspend parole on any individual. At the same 
time, the Adult Authority maintains—falsely— that Cleaver has the oppor- 
tunity to defend himself afa hearing, This is how it Works: 

“A pavolee is sërved with violation charges, is iiiterviewed, is giveii a 
hearing (before the Adult Authority itself, the charging party) at which the 
parolee may 'plead' to the parole violation charges, and is- afforded an op- 
portimity to present his defense/' 

“At the "hearing' a parolee is denied the right to counsel, inay not 
have an independent and impartial officer to conduct the hearing and make 
decision.” (Petition for Hearing in the Supreme Court, p: 17) 

Not only does the Adult Authority hold secret hearings, but it also 
refuses to notify persons under its jurisdiction of lts procedures, or of its 
variable definitions of what constiüites a parole violation. This secrecy and 
vagueness is in direct violation of federal law which requires agencies to 
publish their procedures “for gnidanee of the public/' 

“Petitioner (Cleaver) is immediately and seriously prejudiced by the 
Adult Authority’s unlawful refusal to publish its regulations, since he is to 
be imprisoned by virtue of an aetion which the Adult Authority stiïl seeks 
to gaib in this Veil of secrecy/ (Petition tor Hearing in the Supreme Court, 

p. 12) 

Yes, tiie Adult Authority acted unjustly and illegally, lts decision was 
an outlaw decision. Cleaver had no chancc ol obtaining “justiee” from 
these Star Chain ber proeeedings. Why (heu wou kind the Ü.S. Supreme 
Court hear Cleaver V case? There are, we bebeve, three re as ons why tl ie 
case wasn't aceepted. The first is that any fair minded court would obvious- 
ly have veleased Cleavei', tlieveby setting a precedent. The second is that 
tliousands of cases of alleged parole violation from all over California and 
other States would be subject to revers al. Thirdly, the illegal functioning of 
ihe Adult Authority would come under attack. The U.S, Supreme Court just 
couldn’t afford to consider the Cleaver case during this turbulent peviod.
